Hoover Urges Revival 
Of German Industries 


Under Allied Controls 


WASHINGTON, March 23—(INS)—Former President Herbert 
Hoover, head of President Truman’s recent economic mission to 
Germany and Russia, Sunday night urged revival of Germany’s 
peaceful industries under adequate Allied controls. 

He blamed the French and Russians for withholding certain 
goods produced in their zones and charged that American and 
British relief are helping to pay French and Russian reparations. 

In his third report to President Truman, Hoover offered a four- 
fold plan for German industry which he called “a new economic 
concept in peace with new Germany.” It proposed: 

“1. We should free German industry, subject to a control com- 
mission which will see that she does no evil in industry, just as 
we see that she does not move into militarism through armies and 
Havies. 

“The difference between this concept and the ‘level of industry’ 
concept is the saving of several hundred millions of dollars a year 
to the American and British taxpayers. It is the difference between 
the regeneration and a further degeneration of Europe. 

“2. The removal and destruction of plants (except direct arms 
Plants) should stop. 

“3. A further obstacle to building Germany as an essential unit 
of European economy arises from the Russian Government's acquir- 
ing a large part of the key operating industries in their zone. Ger- 
many in peace must be free from ownership of industry by a foreign 
government.’

WASHINGTON, March 23—(4’)—Treasury officials said Sunday 
night that a conditional shutdown of anti-smuggling patrols on the 
Canadian border, stemming from House cuts in the Department’s 
appropriation for the year starting July 1, had gotten under way. 

These officials said cuts, though not such deep ones, must extend 
to other customs patro] operations such as those along the Mexican 
border, unless the Department gets some of the money back in the 
Senate. 

Other Treasury agencies principally affected by the slash of 
$80,000,000 in departmental operating budgets—the Internal Reve- 
nue Enforcement Branch, Coast Guard and Secret Service—are 
preparing comparable firing programs but do not have them so far 
advanced.

HARRISBURG, Pa., March 23—(UP)—After 10 hours a jury 
reached a verdict Sunday in the trial of former Federal Judge 
Albert W. Johnson and five co-defendants charged with conspiracy 
to obstruct justice and defraud the United States. Federal Judge 
James Fee announced that he would accept the verdict Monday 
morning. The jury was locked up for the night. 

The 74-year-old Johnson, on trial in the same courtroom where 
he had often presided during his 20-year tenure on the Pennsylvania 
Middie District bench, was accused of conspiring with the other 
five defendants for the sale of favorable decisions and court 
appointments. 

The other defendants were three of Johnson’s sons, Donald M., 
Miller A. and W.Johnson, Jr.; John Memolo, retired Scran- 
ton attorney, and J Greenes, 46-year-old Scranton beer salesman.

Forty-nine percent do not see how they 
can reduce prices, even with technological 
advances, as long as wages remain at 
their present level. 

Meanwhile, economists see no reces- 
sion this year. They do not see any 
decrease in cost of living except an occa- 
sional erratic drop, as in the case of 
butter. 

A solid period of high employment is 
predicted. On-the-site. construction labor 
demand is increasing weekly and this 
may drain off maintenance workers from 
plants as the demand increases. There is, 
surveys show,’a decline in the “quit” 
rate, but it still is running four times 
as heavy as in 1939. 

Expressing confidence in the belief 
that American industry is still an expand- 
ing one is the fact that manufacturers are 
buying and ordering new equipment at 
a greater rate than anticipated. 

Order in our economy may come soon- 
er than predicted. 


The Beginning of Home Rule 


Those who are saying that the legis- 
lative session just ended was completely 
unproductive overlook the fact that, in 
the closing hours and by a very close vote, 
the General Assembly passed Rep. Charles 
Gowen’s permissive home rule bill for 
municipalities. 

To be sure, over fifty counties were 
exempted from the measure by their Rep- 
resentatives. But these can be included 
at a later date when solons more amenable 
to the public will have been elected from 
them. 

The main thing is that finally Georgia 
has made a beginning on the long-needed 
reform. 

The greater part of the recent 70-day, 
$360,000 session was taken up with local 
bills. 

Moreover, the people of the entire State 


are going to be put to the expense of vot-_ 


ing on more than 30 local measures which 


require constitutional amendments. That 
is to say, elections are going to have to be 
held in each of 159 counties on such purely 
local questions as whether or not the Bibb 
County and City of Macon Health Depart- 
ments are to be consolidated and whether 
or not the Spalding County Board of Edu- 
cation shall be composed of ten members. 

The new State Constitution specifically 
directs that the Legislature shall provide 
permissive home rule for both cittes and 
counties. 

Cities in more than 100 counties have 
now been given it, but the county bill 
never had a chance, most Legislators be- 
ing particularly reluctant to give up their 
virtually unlimited power in that field. 

Still, we have made a start in the 
right direction. And that is highly en- 
couraging to those of us who like to 
think our legislative processes are indeed 
democratic and representative. 


Fulton County's New ‘AA’ Rating 


News that investment rating bureaus 
have raised Fulton County’s credit rating 
from A to Double A is a matter for grati- 
fication on the part of all. 


For it means that the $20,000,000 bond 
issue for postwar improvements will now 


bring their face value, instead of having 
to be sold at a discount. 


There was never any reason, of course, 
why the County should not have had the 
highest possible rating, since it is a well- 
operated government with no outstanding 


debentures and an excellent fiscal record.

Is This Foreglimpse 
Of City of Future? 


MIAMI—Prophets of the world as it will be 


a century or two hence have all stressed one# 


ae ‘very obvious fact. That is, as transportation 
grows easier, quicker, the area of our cities will increase, with a 
corresponding lessening of the congestion in the central parts. As 
a matter of fact, cities as a grouping together of homes may 
cease to be. The people, able easy to reach places of employment 
daily from homes many miles away, will probably make their 
homes on little pieces of land in what we now call the open 
country, the rural areas 

Already, as everyone knows, the coming of the automobile, 
superseding the slow horse as a means of individual transpor- 
tation—together with improvements in means of popular mass 
transportation—has resulted in sending a large proportion of city 
residents to live in suburbs or outside areas. , 

We experience that in Atlanta, where so many of our citizens 
live in what.we designate as “Greater Atlanta,” where the shrink- 
age of proportionate revenue from the city proper is making 
it more and more difficult to finance needed public services. 

I think it is even more evident in Miami, a city more recently 


created. 
: - Greater Miami, they tell me, has a population 
Greater Miami ¢f'shout 350,000. 

Miami proper must have, if the visitors who reside in the in- 
numerable hotels and rooming houses and tourist courts are sub- 
tracted, a comparatively small resident population. For there 
are sO many suburbs, each independent corporations, I haven't 
yet been able to enumerate them. 

I have been living for the past couple of weeks in North Miami, 
a corporation with its own city hall, city government, public 
utilities, etc. It is, from here, about 10 miles to the heart of 
Miami proper. 

Driving into the city, though, you pass through a succession 
of little places, each independent, yet each counting itself part 
of Greater Miami. There come, in rapid succession, the signs 
which inform you you are entering, or leaving Miami Shores, Little 
River, Biscayne Park, etc. And beyond us, farther away from the 
city itself, are several other little units of Greater Miami. 

To the south it is the same and, presumably, to the west. 

. As you drive through these various corpora- 
Wide Spaces tions you see the exact reverse of congestion. 
Wide streets and boulevards. Parks and landscaped open areas. 
Picturesbook houses of white or pink or cream stucco. Not crowded, 
each in its owf setting of green grass and tropical verdure. 

Such a place would, of course, have been. impossible before 
the advent ofethe automobile and: its universal use. It would be 
impossible to live so far from the civic center of things if you 
had to ride a horse, or drive said horse hitched to a buggy, to get 
to your store or office every day. 

Just as, in the horse era, Inman Park, as a place of residence, 
was an outlying area of Atlanta. Why, in those days Inman Park 
was, in time measurement, as far from Five Points as is Ros- 
well today. 

Well, the automobile has done all this. 
same influence. 

But there is coming a transportation agency which will do, 
in the way of scattering homesites, to the automobile age what 
it has done to the horse era. I mean the coming of the popular, 
almost universally owned, individually operated airplane. 

When a man can take off from his ownxhome place in an air 
sedan and land on the roof of an office building in the heart of 
the city—50 miles away—in 15 minutes, lots of folks will build 
their homes 50 miles or more away from the city scenes of business. 

2as 9 Perhaps the cities wil], save as focal centers 
Cities to Go! of local government, + Riel re and cultural 
activities and such things, go entirely. Industry may, like resi- 
dential areas, spread all over the countryside. Certainly retail 
business will, in large degree, follow its customers, the home- 
makers and home-keepers.

“solve” the sugar problem. 
| The House Banking and Cur- 
|rency Committee was considering 
Sugar, and had just heard Mr. 
Walter S. Mack, Jr., President of 
the Pepsi-Cola Company. 
“The American housewife,” he 
said, “is the victim of the present 
system of sugar rationing which 
pretends to protect her with a 
ceiling price on sugar, but actual- 
ly is setting up a system which is 
costing her over one billion dol- 
lars a year, and costing the tax- 
payers millions of dollars for the 
enforcement of a needless regu- 
lation.” 


TO MY MIND, sugar rationing 
should be improved, not done 


away with. OPA and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture have tried to 
|give the impression that this year 


every person in the United States 
will receive approximately 93 
pounds of sugar. But of this 93 
pounds, only 35 pounds will be 
honest-to-God sugar sold on ra- 
tioning coupons. The balance, 
namely, 58 pounds, will have to 
be bought in the form of finished 
products at exhorbitant prices. 

Mr. Mack pointed out that this 
58 pounds of “sugar” will really 
go to the manufacturer, to be re- 
sold to the short-changed house- 
wife in the form of soft drinks, 
sweetened fruit juices, candy, jel- 
ly, jam and preserves. Of course, 
if she has the money, the house- 
wife can buy these products at 
exhorbitantly high prices, but, 
generally speaking, only the high- 
er income families can afford 
these luxuries. 


AND THEN it was that, if it had 
beén watching, Collier’s Magazine 
might have sgen Congressman 
Monroney “stick his neck out.” 

“Mr. Mack,’ said Monroney, 
“you have repeated about a dozen 
times that we do not have ration- 
ing of sugar, that only the rich 
can get more than.their sugar cou- 
pons. Now I cannot go along with 
you on that... because you ca 
buy Hershey chocolate, I think, 
for six cents a bar ... the poor 
can buy Baby Ruths just as well 
as the rich. They can buy a Her- 
shey bar and melt it up for choco- 
late sauce for 6 cents a bar.” 


Now if you are one of. those 
uninformed housewives who has 


been disheartened by your failure 
to secure enough sugar to bake 


pies and cakes, put up jams and 
jellies, and can fruits and vege- 
tables, take heart from the words 
of Congressman, Monroney. Un- 
doubtedly, he would not have sug- 
gested that candy bars be substi- 


drawerful of recipes for Baby 
Ruth apple pie and currant jelly 
a la Hershey bar. I suggest that 
you write him for these recipes. 
His address is House Office Build- 
ing, Washington, D, C. 
Congressman Monroney advises 
that if you cannot get sugar with 
coupons, and cannot afford 65 
cents a pound for honey, you might 


buy a “six-cent Baby Ruth candy 


bar.” 

Perhaps the Congressman has 
stuck his neck out too far.

Communist Is an [ll-Used Term 


TUCSON, Ariz.—Paul Mallon, my colleague in the trade of taking 
in other people’s worries, has come up with a proposal that we scrap 
the terms “communism” and “Communist” because they are inappro- 
priate and tend to discredit themselves. He points out that the 


Russians actually do not practice 
a despotism only slightly different 
“Russianism” for “communism.” 
“T don’t know what he would 
use instead of “Communist.” “Rus- 
sophile” has a pompous air ‘to it 
and “Russianist” is an improvised 
thing that wouldn’t do, either. 
Anyway, the things we mean by 
“communism” and “Communist,” 
while they do suggest Russia, are 
more serious than mere liking for 
Russia and the Russian people. 
Many exiles from old Russia still 
have an affection for their old 
homeland and for the people, and 
| most Americans either like the 
Russian people or bear them no 
| grudge but think of them.as slaves 
|who merely changed one set of 
‘masters for another in 1917 and 
‘never have known freedom. An 
|American who wants peace with 
Russia certainly is not necessarily 
_a Communist, and a lot of us were 
pretty sore when Henry Wallace, 
on leaving the Cabinet, put out 
i'the inference that those who dis- 
agreed with him on Russia wanted 
‘war while he was dedicated to a 
great, almost singlehanded, fight 


|for peace. 


| I AGREE that the term “Com- 
munist” is a misfit for many of 
the Americans who, nevertheless, 
are not merely pro-Russian and 
would appease, if they do not ac- 
tually admire, Stalin and his small 
‘group of bosses. Some of these 
Americans are very rich men who 
love a dollar, but their names are 
found on many of those phoney 
committees which the Communists 
get up. 

I think one element among 
them likes Stalin and company, 
in spite of their ferocities to the 
Russian people and their brutal 
practice of slavery, because they 
have a mistaken belief that Lenin 
and Trotsky, who set up the pres- 
ent despotism, liberated the Jews 
in Russia. That simply isn’t so 
because Kerensky’s revolution did 
it and would have progressed to 
great reforms but for the arrival 
of the exiles who wouldn’t be con- 
‘tent with anything less than the 
slaughter of all the more intelli- 
gent and valuable Russians who 
couldn’t get away. But, if Lenin 
and Trotsky could be given credit 
for this, then the German govern- 
ment of the Kaiser would deserve 
primary credit for the removal 
of the degrading restrictions and 
distinctions because the Germans 
let Lenin go through from Switz- 
erland for the purpose of wreck: 
ing the Kerensky government and 
taking Russia out of the war on 
the Eastern front. 


We have some other rich Ameri- 
cans who play luxuriously at be- 
ing dilettant Communists or pro- 
Communists because they grew up 
in voluptuous extravagance, nev- 
ér had any more serious problems 
than deciding whether it would 
be Palm Beach or the Riviera for 
the Winter and want to get right 
with the revolutionists against 
the day when they try to take 
over in our country.- They think 
they are practicing “Democracy” 
by drinking afl night in mansions 
in New York with well-known 
Communists. 


| THEN WE have an element of 
| abandoned riff-raff, some of them 
|educated, to be sure, who resort 
to “Democracy” or “Communism” 
as an excuse for licentiousness. 
|A girl named Dorothy Day put 
| her finger on this a few years ago 
|in a book called “From Union 
| Square to Rome.” This girl had 
been a fighter from way back and 
lived in re&l squalor to be with 
the poor in person, by contrast 
with the precious fakers, so num- 
erous and pretentious in the en- 
tertainment business and the writ- 
ing trade, who never forget that 
the poor have B. O. and therefore 
do their uplift from the best tables 
in the most expensive restaurants 
in New York, Hollywood and the 
Miamis. 

Miss Day knew this trash first 
hand and knew that they were 
only slimming and used their lib- 
eralism or radicalism as an ex- 
cuse for sleeping around.

We have a moral and humani- 
tarian obligation to feed our 
former enemies and, besides, if 
we permit chaos to continue in 
Germany there’s no telling 
where it might lead.” 

That general view is concurred 
in by six in ten of the people 
who say they have heard or read 
about the Hoover report. 

Oponions opposed to Mr. Hoov- 
er’s recommendations were ex-| 
pressed by about three in ten.) 
These felt that stern treatment 
should still be meted out to the 
Germans. Their viewpoint is 
typified in this comment, from a 
San Francisco lawyer: 

I thought Mr. Hoover’s report 
was exaggerated. He wants too 
much done for the Germans. 
After all, they made millions 
suffer from hunger when they | 
were top dogs. We shouldn't | 
give them anything but the | 
barest necessities for a while.” 
One in ten who had heard or 

read of the report were undecid- 
ed about it. 

Washington dispatches’ early 
this week Mdicated that the Army 
is already preparing to meet Mr. 

Sup- 
plies for soup kitchen feeding 
were reported to be arriving in 
Germany, and seeds to help re- 
habilitate German agriculture are 
ready for shipment.
